NO EASTER LILIES? 
An Easter without Easter lilies? That is 
the prospect held out by the Society of Amer­ 
ican Florists. Of the 2d,OOO,(XX) lilies sold 
annually, 
it 
seems that 
no fewer than 
18,CKK),(XX) used to come from Japan. Natu­ 
rally these are out, and we don’t mean in 
bloom. 
To make up tile shortage, lilies will, as be­ 
fore, he Imported from Bermuda, to add to 
those raised in Louisiana. Oregon, and other 
American lily-growing regions. AII these 
sources taken together are expected to be 
good for only two million. Evidently we shall 
have to get used to some other flower for 
Easter. The Japanese lilies probably had

HALTING POPULATION 
Our population is roaching its limit. The 
last census showed an addition of only seven 
r*r cent, loss than half that in the years from 
3920 to I Odd. Census officials and students 
of population Lends think that in the future 
increases w ill lie slower and slower, and that 
in 1980, well within the life-time of many, 
the growth of the nation will come to a 
standstill. 'Then we shall have 153 million 
Iieople, as against nearly 1d2 million in 1940. 
After that, if there is any change at all, it 
will be a loss. 
We shall have fewer people. We shall also 
have older ones. People over 65 years in­ 
creased in number 35 per cent between 1930 
and 3910. They were then nearly seven per 
cent of the population. As preventive medi­ 
cine increases its effectiveness, the number 


weight h«d Increased several pounds. 
That lack of exercise and increase in food intake 
increases the blood pressure is pointed out by Dr 
ll. O. Gunewardene in his book "Blood Pressure and 
Its Sequelae (results)”, who states that physical 
inactivity—taking no wink or exercise plays an 
important part In high blood pressure conditions in 
India. High blood pressure rarely occurs among rick­ 
shaw runners who take violent exercise with long 
and exhausting hours, whereas high blood pressure 
is notably common among certain social groups who 
lead sedentary (sitting down most of the time) 
lives, with overeating. 
Tho thought is that as we grow older, we have 
less desire to exercise and when the heart is affect­ 
ed or falling, too much exercise can put a strain on 
the heart and on the bloodvessels. However, in the 
normal individual some exercise should be taken 
daily—a few bending exercises and a brisk walk - 
if the heart and bloodvessels are to get their own 
needed exercise of their elastic tissues. 
It is the 
constant regular stretching and relaxing of these 
muscles or elastic tissues that keeps bloodvessels 
: in good condition. 
Taking no exercise and cating too much food j 
I lessens the elasticity of the muscles rn walls of 
bloodvessels and raises the blood pressure. 
If we will not or cannot exercise, we should eat 
less food.
